Grange Notes 


Our Grange has been considering 
a .Rural Credits Bill to be introduced 
and we hope to be enacted during 
the coming session of Congress. And 
it is our belief that such a law pro- 
perly "worded "and properly adminis- 
tered would be the greatest help our 
government can give to its people, 
and would have a great tendency to 
increase the number of land owners. 
With about 50% of our farms now 
worked by renters, the fears of land- 
lordism is well grounded and under 
our present system the ruralite is 
drifting to ward'peasantry as fast as 
possible. 
It is now high time the 


government stepped in and took a 
little notice of rural conditions. Our 
statesmen and lawmakers do a whole 
lot of talk but seem afraid to butt 
up against the money-lenders of 
our great country. 
Our idea of a Rural Credit Bill 
should embrace the following pro- 
visions 
1st. 
The government should be 


made as safe as any other money- 
lender. 
2nd. No mortgage to exceed three 
fourths of the assessed valuation of 
the property offered for mortgage. 
3d. Interest and a proportionate 
amount of the principal to be paid 
each- -year. 
Interest not to exceed 


3^2 %. 
(For instance: On a twen- 
ty-year 
loan the yearly payment 
would be the whole amount of inter- 
est and one-twentieth of the princi- 
pal.)4th. 
No loans to exceed $20,000 


on one piece of real estate. 
5th. 
Making it compulsory that 
the .borrower be a bona-flde resident 
on the land offered for mortgage. 
6th. 
The government to issue 


bonds with these mortgages as a 
basis, and bonds be so named and 
kept as a separate division, and mak- 
ing them alone a separate business 
under the supervision of the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 


7th. 
Business in each county to 


be administered by the Prothonotary, 
Clerk of Courts or to whomsoever 
the entering of mortgages, liens, etc., 
is now entrusted. 
8th. Fees, salaries, etc., to be tak- 


en from interest paid on loans.

At Osterburg Last Saturday After- 


noon and Evening. 


The dedication of the new school 
building in Osterburg took place last 
Saturday 
afternoon and 
evening. 


After Dr. Zinn was chosen chairman, 
the meeting was opened by singing 
"Pennsylvania." Dr. Zinn read the 
second chapter of Proverbs as a 
scripture lesson and offered prayer. 
A brief address of welcome was giv- 
en by Rev. G. C. Bachman. 
County Superintendent Hankie in 


his response commended the direc- 
tors and building committee for their 
faithful work in the erection of this 
splendid building as a schoolhome. 
The 
arrangement 
and equipment 
which is in advance of many of the 
residences will be an incentive for 
better things in the community. In 
this "Temple dedicated to the God 
of Childhood" the symmetry, order 
and beauty cannot but tend to ele- 
vate the thoughts and morals of the 
children and of the community at 
large. 
That the rural home is forg- 
ing ahead in its effect upon civiliza- 
tion" is not disputed and it behooves 
the rural school to keep pace in the 
advance. 
The schoolhouse being 
dedicated to the service of the com- 
munity can more appropriately be 
used as a social center than church 
or hall. 
Rev. Bachman presided at the 
evening session. John H. Moses, sec- 
retary of the school board, gave an 
historical sketch of the educational 
situation, past and present, of Os- 
terburg. 
He spoke of the failure 


four or five years ago to form an 
independent district and of the con- 
tinued effort which was finally suc- 
cessful a year ago. It is interesting 
to note that the petition for an inde- 
pendent district was signed by all 
the voters within the present dis- 
trict with the exception of three. 
The petition was first filed to include 
a part of East St. Glair Township, 
but upon the failure of the school 
board to approve, the boundary was 
changed to follow the township line. 
The decree was granted by court and 
ratified by the State Superintendent. 
A board of directors was appointed 
to serve until the first Monday of 
December 1915. 
Steps were then 
taken to secure ground and obtain 
plans for a building. 
The Stufft 
brothers of Osterburg secured the 
contract and have completed a well- 
constructed building. 
H. E. Mason in behalf of the board 


of directors formally presented the 
building and equipment.

Peking, China, Nov. 6.—Fifteen of 


the eighteen provinces of the Chinese 
empire are said to have voted in fa- 
vor of a monarchy.

Interesting Notes From Our Cor- 


respondent at National Capital. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. S, 1915. 


The gist of the fifteen tnousand word 
note to Great Britian, the contents 
of which have just been made public, 
is that the British blockade is illegal, 
as is also the British practice of tak- 
ing ships into ports for examination. 
So far as American shippers are con- 
cerned, the dispatch of the note 
marks a turning point of vast im- 
portance, for henceforth the United 
States is to consider the" British 
blockade as ineffective and inopera- 
tive, and all cargoes of noncontra- 
band goods destined for Germany or 
through neutral countries to the en- 
emies of Great Britian will be viewed 
by the government as immune from 
detention. 
Claims 
presented 
by 


Americans for detentions or seizures 
of such goods will be supported by 
the diplomatic machinery of the 
United States to the fullest extent. 


In diplomatic circles the view was 


expressed that England may now 
adopt new measures to extend her 
actual blockade of Germany to meet 
the objections of the United States 
that it is not an actual blockade. 
Among all of the allied diplomats the 
view prevailed that the controversy 
would not become- acute, it being 
pointed out that even if a deadlock 
was reached in the negotitations the 
Bryan peace treaties still were avail- 
able for a year's investigation of the 
points in dispute. 


The next seizure and detention by 


Great Britian of an American ship or 
cargo bound to a neutral port will be 
made the subject of a special protest 
by the State Department, which 
may even demand disavowal of the 
act. 
Such a protest, it is believed, 


jvill have the effect of throwing into 
Congress the whole question of ag- 


ression by the allies on American 
ommerce. 


Department officials have heard 


hat members of Congress are prepar- 
ng themselves for debate in the ex- 
ectation 
that 
Congress will be 


ailed upon to formulate a plan for a 
nal reckoning with Great Britain. An 
fficial stated that while the estab- 
ishtnent of an embargo might have 


the effect of bringing Great Britian 
to terms by cutting off a market 
which is vital to her, it might be 
open to the technical objection of be- 
ing a retaliatory measure. 


President Wilson, in his address at 


the Manhattan Club, New York, last 
week, indicated quite clearly the 
scope of the military program he will 
recommend to Congress. 
His plan 


calls only for an increase in thee reg- 
ular army sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of duty in the Philipp- 
ines, Hawaii, Porto Rico, upon our 
own borders, at the coast fortications 
and at the military posts in the inter- 
ior. 
For the actual defense of the 


country against invasion the Presi- 
dent puts his faith in 400,000 citizens 
to be partially organized and trained 
within the next three years. 


Practically doubled Federal ap- 


proiations for the State milita and 
the opening of the proposed contin- 
ental army to any organization or in- 
dividual of the national guards de- 
siring to enter and free to do so are 
contemplated in the army side of the 
administration's 
national 
defense 


program. • 


In justifying preparations for the 


national defense, President Wilson 
in a letter to Seth Low, of New York, 
quotes from the Book of Ezekiel, re- 
calling the ancient Scriptural warn- 
ings against unpreparedness. 


The United States government has 


turned over to the Carranza authori- 
ties in Mexico City the sum of $10,- 
000,000 as customs collections dur- 
ing the occupancy of Vera Cruz, by 
American military forces. 
And her 


evidence of the good faith of the Wil- 
son administration is the assurance 
from Washington that damages suf- 
fered byfdreigners during the revolu- 
tion will not be pressed until the 
Mexican government is established on 
a firm footing financially. Officials in 
Washington are gratified over the 
course of events in Mexico, which is 
abundantly justifying the considera- 
tion and patience on the part of 
other governments. It is felt that

The following statement was issued by Paul G. Littlefield, cam- 


paign manager of the Pennsylvania Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage: 


An analysis of the election returns shows that woman suffrage 


really made a poor showing in Pennsylvania, 
less than 14% of 


the electors voting in favor of the feminine ballot. 
Assuming that 


woman suffrage will have about 325,000 votes when the final count 
is in, we have only one-seventh of Pennsylvania's, more than 2,500,- 
000 men expressing suffrage leanings. 


This is an extremely- light vote, especially when we consider that 


last year in Ohio the suffragists polled 335,000, or 24% of the 
voters in an electorate of only 1,400,000 men and yet were defeat- 
ed by 182,000. 
<. 


In 1912 in Michigan, the suffragists polled 
247,000 votes, or 


nearly 30% in an electorate of only 870,000, yet after four months 
this vote fell to 168,000, or less than 20% in favor of suffrage, and 
the anti-suffrage majority rose from 760 to 96,144 at the second 
election. 


The suffrage strength in Pennsylvania is really less than it was 


in any of the campaign states in 1914, where an average of over 
18% of the electorate voted in favor of woman suffrage. 


That the anti-suffrage majority is not large is due to the enor- 


mous size of the ballot, as well as 
the 
confusing 
arrangement; 


the presence of four amendments, three of which were popular, and 
local issues which received more attention than -woman suffrage. 


That 86,000 Philadelphia electors who voted for mayor neglect- 


ed to vote on suffrage is significant that they expected woman 
suffrage to be defeated and therefore did not take the trouble to 
mark the amendment at the bottom of a large ballot. 
Had these 


men been suffragists, the girl workers at the polls and the suffrage 
signs and slogans surely would have won their votes. 


Allegheny County, which is reported as favoring suffrage by 2,- 


000 majority, went for woman suffrage only on account of the light 
vote, and because it has the largest Socialist vote in the State 
19 - 


000 votes being cast there for Debs in 1912. 


The anti-suffragists expected a much larger vote. 
Basing their 


calculations on .the averages for all states that have voted on this is- 
sue in recent years, they figured that 20% of the electorate, or at 
least 400,000 votes would be cast for suffrage. 
They expected there 


would be 650,000 cast against it, giving the antis a majority of 250 - 
000. 


That this estimate was nbt high is shown by the figures for Ohio 


last year, when 518,000 men voted against suffrage out of an elector- 
ate only two-thirds as large as Pennsylvania's. 


The suffrage vote in Pennsylvania, where only 13% Of the elec- 


tors favored woman suffrage, has convinced the opponents of the 
franchise for women more than ever that double suffrage is GOING 
not coming.

DAI^IEL IN THa KING'S COURT. 


LESION TEXT—Daniel 1:8-16, 19, 20 
GOLDEN TEXT—"Watch ye, stand fast 


In the faith, quit you like men, be strong 
-I Cor. 16:13. 


This familiar story has been select- 


ed for the "World's Temperance Sun- 
day"—it is the first record of his 
Babylonian experiences and is an il- 
lustrious example of those everlasting 
principles which govern a successful 
life. 


I. Daniel's Position, vv. 1-7. Ne- 


buchadnezzar, on the death of his 
father, returned! to Babylon from be- 
sieging Jerusalem to take the throne. 
He carried with him Jehoiakim and a 
number of young men, "in whom was 
no blemish" (14). They were perhaps 
twelve years old. Among these were 
four who had been particularly se- 
lected for pious training and the name 
of each is compounded with the name 
of God; Daniel's meaning—"God is my 
Judge." 
They are now alone in a 


licentious heathen palace and abso- 
lutely at the power of the king and 
his court. 
Their names are now 


changed; Daniel becomes Belteshaz- 
zar—"favored of Bel." Such changing 
of names is customary in most heath- 
en or Mohammedan^ lands even today. 
A still greater danger or temptation 
confronts these young men, viz., that 
the king appointed them "a daily por- 
tion of the king's meat" (Am. Rev. v. 
5). To refuse to eat invited ridicule 
and perhaps loss of life, but to eat 
was to break the Jewish law as to 
food (Deut. 12:23-25). 
See also (I 


Cor. 8:7-10; 10:27-28). Their captiv- 
ity had been foretold (II Kings 20:17), 
but a change of location and name 
does not involve a change of heart as 
many a tempted one has discovered. 
These men in spite of natural appe- 
tites, danger of being thought pecu- 
liar, or even gratitude to king for lives 
preserved refused to eat the king's 
meat and to drink his wine. 


II. Daniel's Purpose, 18:13. The 


real purpose of a man's heart not 
alone governs his acts but reveals 
what he is—God looks upon that when 
he Judges men (II Cor. 9:7; 8:12; 
Luke 16:15). "Without will (purpose) 
there is no character " (Acts 11:23). 
Daniel purposed "in his heart" not to 
defile '"himself." No compromise, no 
trimming because of being away from 
home, no partnership with the • rich 
and opulent court. Daniel was to be 
"as clean as a hound's tooth." Men 
who dare to stand alone always find 
co-operation, so Daniel found those 
who stood by him fv. 12). Daniel ex- 
ercised great tact in his dealings with 
the prince of the eunuchs but God 
had evidenced his protecting and lead- 
ing care (v. 9) enabling him to win 
his way and persuade the eunuch to 
allow the suggested test (v. 12). If 
Christian workers would exercise 
more tact they would more frequently 
attain their desired ends (Luke 16:8). 
It is possible to be so unbendingly 
puritanical as to lay us open to a 
charge of Pharisaical pride. Daniel 
illustrates spotless purity, inflexible 
loyalty mingled with a sweet reason- 
ableness that always gains its ends, 
paniel had sufficient confidence in his
